The speculation was freshened when the President 
scheduled a Vietnam policy dinner conference at Camp 
David with Secretary of State William P. Rogers and Presi- 
dential Aide Henry A. Kissinger, who has just completed 
talks with Hanoi and Saigon officials. 

The first question was whether any such announcement 
would go beyond Nixon’s expected pre-September disclo- 
sure of an additional withdrawal of U.S. troops from South 
Vietnam.
